of Steel. 


It appears that after some five 


years' search the metallurgical de- 
partment of the Sheffield Technics 
school has solved a peculiar prob- 
lem to students — namely, Why a 
piece of redhot tool steel becomes 
flint hard when suddenly quenchec 
in water. The result of the re 
searches in question showed, almos 
beyond a doubt, that the well nigh 
diamond hardness of quenched stee 
is due to the presence of a remark 
able subcarbide of iron, and that 
the action of tempering is due tc 
the fact that far below red heat this 
compound decomposes and dilutee 
the mass with *rft iron—the per 
manent magnetism of steel depend 
ing on the amount present of this 
compound. It was formerly sup 
posed to be' a satisfactory explaxta 
tion of this phenomenon that the 
shock drove the molecules of th 
steel into closer contact, and henoe 
the hardness— a theory invalidated 
by the fact that, as disclosed, the 
volume of the hardened steel wai 
greater than that of theunhardene< 
material.

"Few people have any idea of the 


number of desertionarrom warships 
when theyienter pcaf^;" remarked a 
well known naval offlaer who is sta 
tioned in tbis city. "Sometimes si 
high as 20 or 30 men take French 
leave, and, despite the offer of $20 
reward for the arrest of each man 
they are seldom apprehended.

uitry and ffiv railways. Tht? mails 


%vere forwarded by coach, and the jxjst 
age ratt-s were to all bnt the well to do 
prohibitive. It cost from 4d. to Is. Sd. 
to scud a "single" letter under au 
Cniice in weight from cue part of the 
kingdom to another. There were some 
40 charges, varying according to dis- 
tance, the average rate being 9d., or 
half the day's wage of a laborer. A 


single" letter meant a single piece of 


paper (adhesive envelopes had not been 
invented), and the addition of a second 
ecrapof paper made the letter a "dou- 
ble" one. The postage was paid on de- 
livery by tbe recipient, and as no cred- 
it was given the iucursion of a postman 
into a poor neighborhood was watched 
on all sides with fear rather than hope. 


Coleridge, the poet, saw a poor wom- 


an declining to accept a letter on tb»> 
•core of inability to pay. The good 
natnred bard (doubtless with some diffi- 
culty) found the required ninepeuce, 
despite tbe woman's remonstrances. 
Wocn the postman had gone away, she. 
showed Coleridge that the letter was 
bnt a blank sheet of paper. Her brother 
bad arranged to send her at intervals 
such a sheet, addressed in a certain 
fashion, as evidence that all was well 
with him, and she as regularly, after 
inspecting the address, refnsed to accept 
it Some humorist on one occasion sent 
out large numbers of letters, each on a 
sheet as large as a tablecloth, all of 
which bad to be delivered as "single" 
missives. 


This system practically stifled written 


intercourse among the working class and 
pressed with severity upon the middle 
class, but tbe rich and highly placed 
entirely escaped postal taxation. The 
privilege of franking covered the corre- 
spondence not only of ministers, peers 
and members of parliament, but of 
their relatives, friends and acquaint- 
ances. While in one year early in the 
queen's reign no less than 7,400,000 
letters were franked, a single London 
firm paid annually £11,000 for postage 
and a writer in The Quarterly referred 
flippantly to "so slight and rare an in- 
cident in a laborer's life as the receipt 
of a letter." Among the "packets" 
franked was a grand piano. An army 
of clerks was employed to fix the charges 
to be collected, and the postal revenue 
remained stationary between 1S15 and 
1833, although in the some period the 
population increased from 19,500,000 to 
35,600,000. 


Moved by thia state of things, parlia- 


ment in 1889 adopted Rowland Hill's 
proposal of uniform inland penny post- 
age, which came into operation on Jan. 
10,1840. The writer possesses a copy of 
The Quarterly Review of 1889, in which 
a contributor (believed to be Grokor) 
fiercely denounces the scheme. "Will 
clerks," he says, "write only to their 
fathers and girls to their mothers? Will 
not letters of romance or love, intrigue 
or mischief, increase iu at least equal 
proportions? We donbt whether social 
and domestic- correspondence will be 
more than doubled. A gigantic exem- 
plification of the old proverb—Penny 
wise and pound foolish," etc. 


Macaulay suys that the penny post, 


when first established, was tho object 
of violent iiivectire, as a manifest con- 
trivance of the pope to enslave tho souls 
of Englishmen. It was described as 
"sedition made easy." The postal au- 
thorities, who is 1TS4 hud opposed the 
institution of mail coaches, were im- 
placable enemies of penny postage. The 
postmaster general of 1889, Lord Lich- 
lield, based his objections ou the curi- 
ous ground that the building at St. Mar- 
tin's-le-Graud would 
not 
be large 


enough. The secretary, Colonel Maber- 
ly, constantly repeated, "This plan we 
know will fail." 


As we know, it succeeded, and the 


penny rate has been generally adopted 
in Europe as well as in the United 
States. The number of letters rose from 
80,000,000 in 1837 to 299,000,000 in 
1847, and for the year ending on March 
81, 1897, about 1,900,000,000. The 
postal surplus was in 1839 £1,659,510 
and iu 189(5-7 £3,632,133. The number 
of letters, which was in 1837 about S 
per head and iu 1854 15 per head, is 
now 77 per bead.—Fortnightly Review.

reached an agreement on the sugar 
schedule of the tariff bill: and as this 


ts retarded as We most serious 


subject of contention the long tariff 
wrangle is now apparently near the 
point of final settlement In the 
dispute about sugar the rates fixed 
by the house are said to have been 
finally accepted by the senate con- 
ferees. There is a popular belief, 
which has been diligently fostered 
by protectionist commentators, that 
the triumph of the house sugar 
schedule would be a victory for the 
people overithe trust. The sugar 
monopoly would .unquestionably get 
less profit from the operation ot the 
Dlngley bill than It would have se 
cured If the Aldrich sugar schedule 
had finally prevailed; but it will reap 
a rich harvest anyhow. 


The importations of sugar in the 


last half year have amounted to 
3,241,697,768 pounds; and as fully 
half of this quantity is probably still 
unsold, the trust will profit to the 
extent of the difference per pound 
between (be duties paid under the 
existing law and the rates proposed 
in the Dlngley bill. 
Refiners' prob 


able profits on sugars imported In ad- 
vance of the duty are variously esti- 
mated at from 111,500,000 to 116,- 
000,000. The trust will gain also 
from its ability under the bouse 
schedule to raise the price of refined 
sugars with less restraint from fear 
of importations of the foreign refined 
product, since In addition to the one- 
eighth of a cent per pound differen- 
tial which is said to have been agreed 
upon the new sugar schedule will 
probably retain the original Dingle? 
provision for additional duties on 
imported bounty-paid sugars equiva- 
lec'-to the amount of the bounty, 


c the whole the sugar trust has 


abundant reason to be grateful for 
the largess of the house, even if it 
could not get all that had been prom- 
ised by the senate. 


A Bnlltt In Hi> Heart. 


"It is generally thought that a man 


cannot live very long after getting a bul- 
let in bis heart," said a Sontb Carolin- 
ian, "but there is au instance on record 
in my state of a man carrying a bullet 
in bis heart five weeks before death. 
The matter is felly authenticated, the 
post mortem examination having been 
made by Dr. Curran B. Earle, a nephew 
of the late United States Senator Earle.

Ferguson, aiid he was shot by a negro 
named Dock Chaney at Greenville, S

Kiiibaki. Tbe largest is St. Stephen's. 


UuJike the other monaitcries, this is 


reached by a drawbridge thrown acroas 
a yawning chasm. This ia one of the 
largest of the monasteries of Meteora 
and has a gaest chamber especially fit- 
ted up far visitors — that is to say, there 
are three iron beds in it, and it is only 
ccnnecos to sonnise that the wadded 
coverlet and single eheet that go to 
make tip a Greek bed once were new. 


Tho hegounieoos is moot hospitable. 


fie givae hi* visitors excellent monastic 
wine, a dinner of many weird courses 
and ia faimatif very good company. As 
usual, there are two churches in this 
monastery, the smaller of the two pos- 
sessing some very fair ikons set in 
beautifully carved frames, and one very 
old picture, dated 387. 


The large church consists of a nave, 


antecbapel, with the body cf the church 
under the dome, which is decorated 
with the usual half length figure of 
Christ. Here are seen some of the in- 
laid ivory and mother of pearl stoats 
and lecturns which at one time were the 
staple work of the Meteora monks. 


All the manuscripts of any value have 


beea removed ia Athens. A long build- 
ing at the right of the bridge contains 
tho cells of the monks, which open into 
a dark covered corridor. In time of war 
these Monasteries a™ used as places of 
refuge. 


Mot the least curious feature of these 


unique rock* of Meteora are the holes 
and cavea which literally pepper the 
face of the cliffs in places. 


In many cases these retreats of the 


hermits of St. Anthony are merely 
cages. At a distance they look, some of 
them,' likd big birdcages hung up 
against the face of the cliff. As dwell- 
ings they are all exceedingly primitive. 


The Tneaaalian hermit did not ask 


much of life. A rocky floor to lie on, 
bars or railings to keep him from fall- 
ing ont of his hole, a shaky ladder 
down which he might now and then 
descend to earth and a basket and string 
to let down for supplies were all he 
needed in addition to his crucifix and 
other religious necessities. 


These aerial caves were occupied in 


the fourteenth century. Thousands of 
hermits, judging from the remains of 
habitations, must at one time or another 
have sought refuge in these cliffs. Fow 
of them can now be entered, for the 
ladders have for the most part fallen 
sway, 


Seemingly the way a hermit proceed- j 


ed was to choose a ' hole that took his ' 
fancy. Up to this he ran a ladder. Then. 
driving poles into the rock before the 
cave, he built ont a tittle platform. 
This he roofed in and surrounded with 
a wall made 01 sticks or dried grass. 
Prom one platform to another these , 
anchorites ran up their ladders until the 
whole face cf the rock was alive with 
these hermits cf St Anthony. 


After the time honored fashion of re- 


ligions recluses, the cliff dwelling her- 
mits of St Anthony depended wholly 
oil charity for their sustenance. Par up 
in their airy caves they spent their days 
and nights in prayer and contemplation. 
When hungry or tbirstyi they let down. 
their baskets to the ground, and when 
these were filled they pulled them up 
agaia. 


The devout people of Kalibaki be- 


lieved- that these hermits were a special 
charge upon them and kept them well 
supplied with bread and water. Every 
morning men, women and children 
could be seen tramping to thev cliffs to 
fill flje baskets that were let down fay the 
strings from above. And so the hermits 
w«re able to live their quiet, lazy lives 
without a single worldly care. — New 
York World.

THE TONE OF THE BELL 


•at Improtcd by ttw Tie of Cold or Silrw 


ID the Hell .MtljU- 


Thew is a general belief that the in- 


troduction of silver or gold in the cast- 
ing of a be!l assures for it a superior 
toue, but an expert in founding bell* 
•ays that such a belief is erroneous. He 
says that tice best tone effect in bell 
metal is confined •within very narrow 
limits, for any so called loll metal hav- 
ing more than SO parts copper to 20 
parts tiu is too soft to produce the teat 
quality of toue, while that having suore 
tin than 23 parts in the 100 is much 
too brittle. There are bells in Europe 
whose clear tones were for many years 
credited to gold and silver that were 
supposed to have been added to the bell 
metal. An analysis was made not long 
ago of the metal in one of these bells, 
and it failed to show any trace of gold 
or silver. The old German bell found- 
ers used to make their bells of SO parts 
copper to 30 parts tiu. In the opinion 
of this expert the strongest and best 
toned bell is obtained from 79 parti 
copper and 21 parts tin. 


"After the bell is 'drawn,' " says the 


expert, "two sweeps are made and ad- 
justed, to an upright spindle in the cen- 
ter of an iron case or flask, the flask 
having perforations all over it Over 
the surface of the Sask is coated, wet, 
ft layer of loam of equal and suitable 
thickness and baked. Then another lay- 
er is coated on and baked, and so on, 
layer after layer, until the proper shape, 
etc., are secured. There are two such iron 
molding cases, one fitting over the oth- 
er. The under one baa the loam coating 
on its outer side, which has the inner 
shape of the proposed bell. The upper 
iron molding case or flask has the loam 
on its inner surface, forming the out- 
side shape of the bell. This is let down 
over the under mold and carefully ad- 
justed equally all around, leaving a 
space inside between the two molds. 
The under flask is called the core. The 
upper or outer one is called the case. The 
space is filled up by the molten bell 
metal, which, when cooled, is the bell. 


"When the bell is taken out of th« 


molds it is polished, and then the 
hangings, tongue (or clapper), etc., 
fitted to the bell, and it receives a se- 
vere ringing test, partly to ascertain it* 
tone and resonant quality and to observe 
its mechanical excellence and adjust- 
ment. Then, if it appears to be good iii 
all points, it is shipped to the purchaser. 
The making and shipping of a bell usu- 
ally require from 10 to 15 days in the 
smaller sizes. The larger sizes—i. e., 
from 1,500 pounds and heavier—require 
more time. A peal of three or more 
bells requires from 40 to 90 days' time, 
while a chime of nine or more bells re- 
quires from three to six months. 
'' Any foundry can, of course, readily 


make and select nine or ten bells in 
tune for a chime, but tune is one thing, 
tone is another."—Church Economist

No more hammers in pianos. The old 


'ashioned method of pounding ntusin 
ont cf wires by the aid of a wonderfully 
complicated system of levers and keys, 
which all the world thought to be the 
ultimate perfection for tbe production 
of that sort of tone, has been branded is 
a back number. 


years a pupil oi Professor Von Helnj- 
iclte, has patented a system which does 
away with tha levers entirely. He calls 
this new appliance the electrophonin 
piano, its distinctive principle consist- 
ing in the fact that the vibrations of 
the ebSrcis are cot" produced by bam - 
me'rs, Tjut by an electric current and by 
means of microphones acting as inter- 
rupters of currents. 


All the delicate and complex mechan- 


ism of the old piano is done away with. 
The little electric devices are arranged 
on the crosspiece extending over the 
strings. Upon this electric magnets are 
placed so as to be only a hair's breadth 


Pressing down the key sends the elec- 


tric current into tbe corresponding elec- 
tromagnet. 
This attracts the metallic 


string below, but tbe microphone inter- 
rupts the current and therewith the at- 
traction. The string returns to its for- 
mer place, and this continued attraction 
and interruption of tbe current are carj 
ried on, tbe nnmber of vibrations being 
regulated by the pitch of the string 


The high sounds produced by this 


method have a decider! harp tone, and 
the lower and middle registers suggest 
the 'cello or tho organ. In reality, the 
installation of this new system creates 
a new instrument, so different are the 
qualities of sound produced by the wit 
method and the old.—New York Jour- 
nal.

It was hard time.-? in the colonies 


in August, l™tJ. Disaster bad fol- 
lowed the fortunes of the American 
crrnies, and tbis fact was well known 
to th« English generals. Orders 
had l>ef-n issued to £ive a decisive 
blow, which it was expected would 
annihilate the patriots. 


General Washington was called 


hurriedly to New York and calls 
were issued for recruits from all 
parts of the colonies, as it was ex- 
pected a determined battle would be 
fought on the westerly end of Long 
Island. • For weeks each Hide was 
gathering its cohorts for what 
was believed would be the final 
struggle. The English, under Lord 
Howo, brought their troops in ves- 
sels, which were anchored in Graves 
end bay, and the arrival of additions 
to the fleet were of almost daily oc- 
currence. 


General Washington was prepar- 


ing for meeting the enemy and had 
in pursuance of a well arranged 
plan erected defenses extending 
from Wallabont to Bay Ridge. 


During this time four farmers, 


Gerrit De Nyse of King's Highway, 
Tunis Cropsey, Abram Bennett and 
Cornelius Lott of Bay Ridge, owned 
a fishing net and boats and had a 
small building or hut on the Van 
Brunt farm, just where Avoca Villa 
now stands, in which they kept 
their nets and oars and bad beds for 
use when they occasionally staid 
over night. 
They fished nearly 


every day. They were patriots, and 
with the arrival pf the English fleet 
saw their opportunities gone for 
fishing, but not for long, because 
the English fleet needed fish and a 
squall of marines had soon found 
the owners and they were pressed 
into service to furnish fish for the 
Jeet. They met at the hut and de- 
cided to be willing workers, but 
with the secret intent of making 
daily report of what they might see 
and hear to the officers in command 
of the patriot .forces, and thus they 
fished, received the British gold, 
made themselves friendly to the 
English and each evening the result* 
of their observations were given to 
Etymeicka De Nyse, the youngest 
daughter of Gerrit De Nyse, and 
she carried the news the next morn- 
ing to Washington's headquarters. 
That this information was desirable 
and important goes without saying 
and the patriot fishermen were in- 
structed to pursue their plan and on 
the first knowledge of a move on 
the part of the English they were 
to get word to General Washington. 


The day the fact of a start was 


learned fishing had never been bet- 
ter, and the largest load was taken 
to the admiral's ship, and the finest 
fish were for bis table. Every move- 
ment of the fishermen was delayed 
to give all the time possible to look 
and talk, and when the quartet met 
at the hut at dusk it was with the 
satisfaction of having done a good 
day's work for the patriotic cause. 
They gave to Rymeicka full details 
of the British plans, and no maiden 
ever bore a message of more import 
:o the world than that carried that 
night by Rymeicka De Nyse to Gen- 
ral Washington. It gave him the 
knowledge that enabled him to meet 
the attack of the British and to re- 
treat successfully and thus avoid 
the defeat that surely would have 
been the result had it not been for 
the f aitlif ul services of Gerrit Do 
Nyse, Tunis Cropsey, Abraham Ben- 
nett and Cornelius Lott, not forget- 
ting Rymeicka De Kyse. The soil 
on which stands Avoca Villa should 
be a sacred spot to all lovers of the 
United States of America. 


Rymeicka made the acquaintance 


of the officer of the guard at Gen- 
eral Washington's headquarters. 
Lieutenant John Walker of Rhode 
Island, to whom she was married at 
the close of the war. Their descend- 
ants are the Walkers of Providence.

ease lurking in every quarter of the 
ship, the Traveler lay to the northward 
and eastward of Rodriguea island. Fi- 
nally she took a start of wind and was 
guided into Port Hatbnrin, and the an- 
chor was let go and an effort was made 
to get medical aid from the shore. On 
the night of that day the wind rose, 
and the following sunrise the vessel 
drove on the reefs and became a total 
loss. She afterward entirely disappear- 
ed. 


All hands that remained were taken 


where medical aid was procured, but 
several died afterward despite the fact 
that every effort to save them was made. 


Captain Christi of the unfortunate 


vessel, who waa among the first to die, 
was well known at Philadelphia, hav- 
ing sailed from there a number of times 
on deep water voyages. — Chicago Trib- 
une.

FOUND AN AZTEC MUMMY. 


Strsnffe Discovery of a Profession*! Lion 


Hnnter of Arizona. 


John McCarthy, a professional lion 


hunter of Phenix, A. T., while pursu- 
ing his quarry recently through one of 
the roughest portions of that mountain 
district, discovered a mummy that has 
been attracting great attention ami is 
likely to be the cause of much litiga- 
tion ae to its ownership. 


McCarthy was hunting bounty scalps 


in Verde canyon, about 76 miles north 
of Phenix, when he came upon the ruin 
of a wonderful prehistoric castle. Hia 
dogs chased the game almost to the door 
Of the ruin.

Digging through a thick cement wall, 


he opened an airtight vault about six 
feet square and was astonished to find 
the mummy inside.

By its aide was a 
wooden handled stone mallet and an ar- 
row with a flint head. The wood of the 
arrow and mallet likewise disintegrated 
immediately.

vault carefully and hied himself down 
to Phenix as fast as he could.

or fins are not flapped, the only mo- 
tion being a tremulous one imparted 
to them when the tail is twisted in 
the water. As the boat glides along 
these fish dart from the water and 
go soaring away on either side, and 
it is then that the sportsman, sitting 
in the liow, has an opportunity for 
some novel sport. 


The fish move lite some quail, 


very low, not more than two feet 
Torn the surface, and are not the 
:asy shots one might imagine. They 
move rapidly and appear to rise and 
fall over the waves and go sweeping 
away iu graceful curves. Sometimes 
lour or five are in the air at the 
same time, and the good shot can 
bring them down to the right and 
;ef t. All that is needed to carry out 
the idea of quail shooting would be 
to have a dog, but there is a sea dog 
that flushes this attractive game, 
the agile tuna. The flying fish is 
its legitimate prey, and big schools 
come sweeping in from the deep sea, 
driving the schools of flying fish be- 
fore them, chasing them into the 
air sis, eight and ten feet, giving 
marvelous exhibitions of lofty tum- 
bling. At such times the flying 
fishes are crazed with terror and 
leave the water by scores and hun- 
dreds. They fly into boats, out upon 
the dry beaches, strike boatmen 
who happen to be in the way of 
their headlong flight and present a 
most attractive appearance to those 
who have never seen a flock of ocean 
fliers in the air with fish G or 7 feet 
long pursuing in a series of leaps or 
jumps. Sometimes the tuna chafes 
the flier along just below the sur- 
face, catching it as it drops, a cloud 
of loam alone telling tho story.

Thic powder, which is the pol- 
Ifeu of a rush, and also ot maize, appears 
to be used as a medicine, being eaten 
by the Kick and put oil tbe bead or oilier 
parts to ease pain, but principally as a 
eacred offering to tiie suu aud moon 
and as a saucufier of everything. A 
pinch of it is thrown toward the ran 
tnd then toward the four winds for 
help in war or the chase, is put ou the 
trail of a scafce to prevent barm from 
it, placed ou tlie tongue of the tired 
hcnter as a restorative, bung in bags 
round tbe necks of infants as a preserv- 
ative and sprinkled en the dead. In 
fact, every action of these' Indians i§ 
sanctified by this powder, so that, as 
Captain Bonrke writes in the ninth 
volume of ' 'The Keport of the Bureau 
of Ethnology" (Smithsonian), "plenty 
of hcddeutin has como to mean that a 
particular performance or place is sa- 
cred." 


Captain Bourke shows many analogies 


the use cf this sacred powder both 
the east and among tbe ancient 


3reeks and Romans, and it is clear that 
imilar practices with regard to "med- 
ine"—that is, magic—hav« prevailed 
verywhere and in all ages, for super- 
titioa seems to be the universal hen- 
age of man, so deeply ingrained in his 
ery nature that all the efforts of phi- 
osophers and "thirteen" clubs will not 
vail to root it out.
